No. 124-ITC(PN)/76.~The terms and conditions governing the Issuance of 
import licences under the West German Capital Goods credit of 25 million for 
1976-77 ns given in Appendix to this Public Notice are notified for information. 

Appendix 

CONDITIONS ATTACHED TO IMPORT LICENCES ISSUED UNDER THE 
WEST GERMAN CAPITAL GOODS CREDIT OF DM 25 MILLION FOR 1976-77. 

Section I—General Conditions 

1. (1), These conditions will apply to such cases of import by pubUc and private 
sector undertakings as have been specifically approved by the Capital Goods Com¬ 
mittee of the Government of India for financing under the West German Capital 
Goods of DM 25 million for 1976-77. 

1 (ii) Where the value of allocation approved by the Capital Goods Committee 
exceeds the rupee eauivalent of DM 1 million [the rupee equivalent being deter¬ 
mined at the exchange rate notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs) 

( 1745 ) 
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under Section 15 of the Customs Act, 1962], the prior concurrence of the West 
German authorities (Kreditanstalt fur Wlderaufbau (KFW) to the allocation 
is obligatory, and this would be obtained by the Department of Economic Aftairs 
On the basis of the project data to be supplied by the Indian importer in the form 
at Annexure—I. Till such concurrence from the West German authorities is com- 
municated to the licensing authorities (CCI&E) by the Department of Economic 
Affairs, no import licence can be issued iti fauour oj the Indian importicr. 

l(iii) The licence shall bear the superscription “DM 25 million West German 
Capital Goods Credit for 1978-77" T&e licence c/)de for the first and ^cond 
suffix will be “S/GN". These will also be repeated In the CCI&E s letter forward¬ 
ing the import licence. 

l(iv). No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted dgalnst 
licence, except bank charges which may be remitted through "ormal barihinff 
channel. Payments towards Indian agent’s commission if any, 
in Indian rupees to the agents in India. Such payments however will foim part 
of the licence value and will therefore be charged to the licence. 

1 (v). The goods and related services to be procured under this import licence 
can be imported from the Federal Republic of Germany including the Land Berlin 
Or any other country. The overseas supplier is, therefore, free to procure 
material, etc, from a third country, if found necessary, for the execution of the 
contract. 


1 (vi). The minimum value for which an import licence can be issued under this, 
Credit is the rupee equivalent of DM 20,000 [rupee equivalent being calculated 
at the rate of exchange notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs)] which 
rate of exchange should be indicated in the import licence as Per para 2. of the 
Public Notice No. 78-ITC(P[N;/74. dated 6th June, 1974 issued by the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports. 


l(vii). The import licence will be issued on CIF basis with an initial validity 
of 24 months or the last date of shipment as indicated in para 2 (xil) l>elow, 
which ever is less subject however to the condition that the Import licence will 
have a minimum validity of 12 months from the date of issue. 


l(viii). Firm orders (meaning thereby Purchase Order by the Indian Licensee 
on the foreign suppher supported by order confirmation from the latter or pur- 
chase contract duly .signed by both the Indian importer and the foreign supplier) 
must be finalised within a period of 4 months from the date of issue of the import 
licence [vide Para 1 (ix) below]. Orders on Indian Agents of overseas suppliers 
and/or order confirmation by such Indian Agents are not acceptable. 


orders, as explained in Para l(vlli) above, cannot be fimli^ed 
within the time limit of four months, the licensee should submit to the (Jhief 
Controller of Imports and Exports (CCI&E), or other licensing authorities af 
the case may be, a proposal seeking an extension in the ordering period along 
With justification and explanation as lo why ordering could not be comnleted 
within the Initial validity period. Such requests for extension In the ordering 
penod will Im considered On merits by the licensing authorities who mav Brant 
extension upto a further maximum period of 4 months. If however extension 
IS sought be,yond 8 months from the date of issue of the Import licence such 
proposals will invariably be referred by the licensing authorities to the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (WE—I Section), Ministry of Finance, North Block 
New Delhi, who will consider such extension on the merits of each case and con¬ 
vey its decision, to the licensing authorities for communication to the licensee 
Only on production by the licensee of such letters of the licensing authorities 
sanctioning extension, will the authorised dealers in foreign exchange and depart¬ 
mental authorities permit the facility of bank guaranlee, letters of auhorlty for 
the establishment of letter of credit, acceptance of deposits of rupee equivalent 
etc. ’ 


1 (x). It will be m the interest of the licensee to ensure that firm order is 
finalised within the stipulated time limit for ordering. In cases where tbit; cannot 
be done the licensee should, of his own approach the licensing authorlles for a 
suitable extension in the period of ordering. The authorised dealers In foreign 
exchange/departmental authorities concerned will exercise necessary checks to 
ensure that the licensee complies with the requirements of placing orders within 
4 months. 

Kxi), In cases where firm orders have not been placed for the full value of 
the licence during the initial validity, period of the licence, It will be neces.sary 
for the licensee to obtain the permission of the licensing authorities In the manner 
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as explained in para I(ix) above before placing orders against such unordered 
balance value of the licence. 

Section n.—Special points to be kept In view while concluding purchase contrlacts. 


2(1). The contract price should Invariably be expressed in the currency of the 
country in which the foreign supplier is situated. The contract price should be 
firm and final and no provision fop any escalation would be permitted. If any 
commission is pEiyable to an Indian Agent oi the foreign supplier it must be dis¬ 
tinctly shown in the contract as an item of cost payable in Indian Rupees in 
India and the net amount payable to the foreign supplier in foreign currency 
should therefore be shown exclusive of such Indian Agent’s commission, For 
the purpose of calculating the value in foreign exchange upto which purchase 
orders can be placed against tho import licence, the value of the import licence 
should be computed at the Tate of exchange notified by the Department of Reve¬ 
nue (Customs) under Section 15 of the Customs Act 1962 and indicated in the 
import licence a.s per para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78-ITC(PN)/74 dated 6th 
June, 1974 issued by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. 


2(il). Supply orders should be placed either on CIF or on CScF basis in the 
case of private sector importers. In the case of public sector importers the orders 
should be placed only on C&F basis. 


2(lii). It should clearly be understood that the purchase contracts under the 
import licence should be placed after obtaining comparable bld.s from overseas 
suppliers. In this connection, it may be noted that the Indian importer is free 
to Import from any country of his choice, as approved by the Capital Goods Com¬ 
mittee of the Government of India. 


2(iv). Minimum value of eligible contract —^Provided that the aggregate value 
of purchase contracts under an import licence Is not less than DM 30,000 (in the 
case of purchases made wholly from the Federal Republic of Germ^y) or 
equivalent to DM 30,000 (in the case of purchases made wholly or partly from 
countries other than the Federal Republic of Germany), it is permissible for tM 
importer to enter into individual purchase contracts for a value of less, than DM 
30,000 or equivalent of DM 30,000. This is however subject to the condition pre^ 
cribed in para 2(xlii) below In respect of purchase contracts uncmr an import 
licence the value of which does not exceed the rupee equivalent of DM 1 million. 


2(v). The purchase contract under the import licence is required to be speci¬ 
fically a ppr oved by the Government of India and the Kreditanstalt fur Wiederau- 
fbau (KFW) (the West German Bank Development Loan Cornoration through 
■which the West German Capital Goods Credit of DM 25 milUon has been made 
available) and therefore should incorporate a specific clause to this effect in the 
purchase contract. 


(b) In the case of contracts entered into against an import licence whose 
value is the rupee equivalent of DM 1 million or less (calculated at the exchange 
rate of notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs), the approval of the 
contracts will not be specifically intimated to the importer. Once the ]Mlnistr.y 
of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs have forwarded the contract docu¬ 
ments to the KFW under intimation to the importer, he may proceed as if the 
contract has been approved by the KFW also unless the KFW raises any objection 
subsequently in which event the Importer will be informed suitably. 


(c) In the case of contracts entered into against an import licence -whose value 
is for an amount exceeding the rupee equivalent of DM 1 million (caluculated at 
the rate of exchange notified bv the_ Department of Revenue (Customs') the 
apmoval of the KFW will be first obtained by the Government of India, Ministry 
of Mnance, Department of Economic Affairs and specifically communicated to the 
Indian importer and until then the contracts should be treated as provisional. 
For this purpose 3 copies of the purchase contract alongwith n certificate (in 
triplicate) that order have been placed after obtaining comnarable bids_ from 
foreign suppliers are required to be sent by the Indian, importer to the Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (WE-I Section) Room No. 270. North 
Block) -within a fortnight from the date of conclusion of the purchase contract. 

2(vl). Where contract is placed on CIF basis and accordingly the foreign sup¬ 
plier takes out the marine insurance, the forelgp supplier should arrange to take 
out insurance in a freely convertible currency and obtain an undertaking from 
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the Insurance company concerned that payment if any arising out of insurance 
claims, would be made directly in DM to KFW (Ac/No. 50409100 with Deutsche 
Bundesbank, Frankfurt/Main). 

2(vii). Where contracts are placed on C&F basis, the marine insurance should 
be taken out with an Indian insurance company and the premium should accord¬ 
ingly be paid in Indian Rupees. However, the Indian importer should obtain the 
foUoivinff undertakings jrom the Indian insurance comnany and furnl^ It (In 
trlplate) to the Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance (WE-I 
Section) alongwith the contract documents: — 

"We shall make remittance In foreign currency to the overseas suppliers 
for any replacement that may be necessitated by loss or damage to 
goods." 

2(vlii), As the contracts are required to be placed either on GIF basis or on 
C&F basis as per para 2(li) .bove, foreign supplies should be made responsi¬ 
ble to pay the freight charges in foreign currency, even where Indian ships are 
used. In no circumstances the freight charges should be paid in Indian rupees. 

2(ix). Payments to foreign suppliers against the licence mill bd made by means 
of a 'Special' letter of Credit, as explained in Section lU below and no remittance 
facility will be permitted against the import licence for this purpose. 

2(x). As regards transportation of goods purchased against the import licence, 
the party responsible for arranging shipment of the goods under the purchase 
contract will be free to choose the carriers- Shipment can be made from the 
country in which suppliers are created or from a third country. 


2(xi), For contracts whose value exceeds DM 1 million In the case of pur¬ 
chases from the Federal Republic of (Germany including Land Berlin or, in the 
case of purchases from other countries, for contracts the DM equivalent of whose 
value exceeds DM 1 million, the purchase contracts should provide for furnishing 
of performance\ guarantee by the foreign supplier in regard to the performance 
of the goods supplied, (in the case of other contracts, namely for contracts whose 
value is less than the limit indicated above, the Indian importer js free to decide 
the question whether or not he needs a performance guarantee from the foreign 
supplier). The form of the performance guarantee can however be settled by 
the Indian Importer wlthi the foreign supplier by mutual consent. It should how¬ 
ever, iie ensured by the Indian Importer that payments, if any, due to him from 
the foreign supplier arising from the performance guarantee stipulations should be 
made direct to Kreditanstalt fur Wiederaufbau (Account No, 50409100 with 
Deutsche Bundesbank, Frankfurt/Main). 

2(xii). Payments to the foreign suppliers under the import licence should be 
completed by the ,31-12-1979, A suitable provision should, therefore, be made m 
the purchase orders/contracts to ensure completion shipments and paymems 
bv 31-12-1979, In case it is anticipated that payments cannot be completed by 
that date, a request for extension with adequate justification must be made to 
Department of Economic Affairs (Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, U.C.O. 
Bank Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi), by 31-12-77. Such requests will 
be considered on merits. 


2(x'ii). in the case of Import licences where value does not exceed the rp^e 
equivalent of DM 1 million, the purchase contracts are required to be submitted 
by the Indian importer to ’ the Department of Monomlc Affairs m a .E^mgle lot. 
Subml.sslon of contracts piecemeal will not be entertained. In this connection the 
minimum value for eligible contracts explained in para 2(iv) above should be 
kept In view. 


Section ni—Payment to foreign suppUefs—"Special” Letter of Credit Procedure 

3(1). Request for issue of letter of authority .—Within a formight of inclusion

licensee should submit the following documents to the Ministry of Finance Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (WE-1 Section, North Block) New Delhi with the re¬ 
quest for the issue of Letter of Authority for opening an irrevocable letter of 
credit in favour of the foreign supplier concerned. 

(a) In respect of contracts against import licence whose value does not exceed 
the rupee equivalent of DM 1 million. 

(i) Three copies of the Purchase Order; and three copies of the foreign 
supplier's confirmation thereto, dulv signed by the Importer and Sup- 
phers respectively or photo copies thereof. Attested copies or the 
orders placed on the Indian Agents and confirmed by such agents are 
not acceptable,

Three copies of the purchase contract duly signed by both the Indian importer 
and the foreign supplier or photo copies, thereof. Attested copies of 
the orders placed on the Indian Agents and confirmed by such Agents 
are not acceptable. 

(11) A request (In triplicate) for Issue of Letter of Authority In the form 
prescribed in Annexure-II. 

(iii) A Bank Guarantee In the prescribed form as in Annexure-III from an 

Indian Bank authorised to deal in foreign exchange (not applicable 
in the case of Public Sector imports). 

(iv) In the case of C&F contract, three copies of the undertaking from the 

Indian insurance company vide para 2(vli) above. 

(v) A certificate in triplicate vide para 2(iil) above that orders have been 

placed after obtaining comparable bids from foreign supplier; and 

(vi) A certificate that no further contracts will be placed under licence vide 

para 2(xlii) above. 

(b) In respect of contracts agalTtst import licence whose value exceeds the 
rupee equivalent of DM 1 million ,—In addition to the contract documents fur¬ 
nished earlier (in respect of which KFW’s approval will have been obtained by 
the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, vide para 2(v) (c) 
above, the following documents should be submitted: —

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3(iv). Failure to make the request for issue of Letter of authlorlty within a 
fortnight (a> from the date of placement of firm orders in the case otf orders against 
an import licence whose value is the rupee equivalent of DM 1 million or less 
or (b) from the date of communication of approval of contract by the Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, in the case of contracts against an import 
licence whose value exceeds the rupee equivalent of DM 1 million, as the case 
may be, may be deemed to be a violation of the Import Trade Control Regulations. 

3(v). Bank Guarantee—amount for which it should be executed. —The Bank 
Guarantee, where necessary, should be for an amount representing the rupee 
equivalent of the amount In foreign exchange for which the Letter of Authority 
is sought plus 1 per cent of that amount towards incidental and commitment 
charges and in addition interest and other charges as mentioned in Annexure V, 
The prevailing rate of conversion shall be at the exchange rate notified by the 
Department of Revenue (Customs) under Section 15 of Customs Act, 1962 and 
indicated in the import licence as per para 2 of Public Notice No. 7S-ITC(PN)/7i, 
dated 6th June, 1974. This rate is meant only for purpose of arriving at the value 
of bank guarantee to be furnished by the Importer. For purposes of making rupee 
deposits into Government account toiuards the foreign caichange cost of import-s 
made under the licence the rupee equivalent will have to be worked out at the 
composite rate for the D.M. amounts spent by the designated commereiat

Section IV—Responsibility for Rupee Deposits into Government Aceount 

4. (i) The original shipping documents should invariably be forwarded by the 
designated commercial Bank in West Germany both in the case of imports from 
West Germany including Land Berlin and other countries, to the concerned bank 
in India who should, within 10 days of the receipt of the documents, release these 
negotiable set of diocuments to the licensee but only after ensuring that the rupee 
equivalent of DM amount paid to the German supplier or the DM amount spent 
in arranging the payment to the supplier in third country by the designated com¬ 
mercial Bank in West Germany plus 1 per cent thereof towards Incidental and 
commitment charges, together with interest charges on the above aggregate amoimt 
as Indicated enclosed for the period from the date of payment to the foreign supplier 
to the date of deposit of the rupee equivalent into Government Account (both days 
Inclusive). In terms of Public Notice -No. 46-ITC(PN)/76 dated the 16th June, 
1976, the interest charges are to be calculated as under the rate of deposits made 
into the Government Account on or after 15th June, 1976. 

(i) where deposits are made within 30 days after from the date of payment 

to the supplier 9 per cent per annum. 

(ii) where rupee deposits are made more than 30 days after the date of 

payment to the supplier; 

(a) for the first 30 days 9 per cent per annum. 

(b) for period In excess of 30 days 15 per cent per annum. 

The exchange rate to be adopted lor computing the rupee equivalent of the 
foreign currency payments made to the foreign supplier will be the composite 
rate of exchange as laid down in CCI&E’s Public Notice No. 18-ITC(PN)/76 dated 
17th January, 1976 or as may be notified by the Government from time to time 
through Public Notices of the CCI&E or through the Exchange Control Circulars 
of the Reserve Bank of India. It will be the responiHbility of the Indian Bank 
concerned to ensure that the amounts due are correctly deposited into Government 
Account before thie original shipping documents are handed over to the importers. 
The licensee should also ensure that the amounts due are correctly deposited Into 
Government account before taking delivery of the documents from their bankers.
